“The first few months of 
1965 have not given any 
ground for optimism — not 
only in relation to the future 
functioning of the (U.N.) or- 
ganization, buj also in relation 
[to the general picture of inter- 
national relations in terms of 
the . . . Charter,” he said. 

Thant told the annual Con- 
ference of Nongovernmental 
Organizations accredited to 
the U.N.: 

‘If the Organization of 
American States (OAS) is rec- 
ognized as competent to take 
certain enforcement action in 
a particular country in its own 
[region, teen we have to admit 
teat the Organization of Afri- 
can Unity is also competent 
... in its region. 

The same considerations 
naturally apply to .the League 
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decides to take certain en 
forcement action in its re- 
gion,” he added. 

Another comment read ft 
him yesterday in Nice, Franc 
dealt with “tee reluctance 
governments to use the ava 
able United Nations m 
ehinery for the purposes f 
which it was designed . . .”
